The Post also said Salinger 
is predicting the 1968 Republi- 
can presidential ticket will be 
New York Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller and California Gov. 

Ronald Reagan. 

“As far as Rockefeller: and 
Reagan go,” Salinger said, “I 
do think that would be the 
most effective ticket the Re- 
publicans could put forward.
